(,'rane, and the pure in heart of the 
theatre. They are tho little songs of 
the wayward, the impenitent sinnei's, 
of the men and women who have lost 
their way in the world. 'jBlues," he 
says, "are for the outlaws of society; 
they are llttlo.plaintive or humorous 
stanzas of irregular rhythm set to 
music not of the conservatories. 
.When, one laments a season In prison 
one sings 'The Jail House Blues.' For 
the girl whose 'sweetheart' of the dark 
alleys bas gone otherwise there arc 
many blues, such as 'Ho L.cft Me Flat 
Blues,' 'Kidded Again Blues,' aiid 'A 
Kat at Heart Blues.' Tho forsaken 
male has his own repertoire, which 
includes 'I.ylns Skirt Blues,' 'She 
Done Him Dirt Blues' and 'He^s Sore 
ou the Dames Blues.' Tho loser at 
craps, tho luckless' sport ruined by 
slow horses and fast women, tho 
mourner for rum, the profiteer in 
things forbidden whom tho law has 
evicted, the sick and lonely woman — 
all these have their appropriate blues. 
On the other side there are blues for 
luck at cards and women and horses, 
for big nights in the restricted dib- 
tricts, for pungent pleasures In the 
sectors of society that have no 
thought of the morrow; and again 
there arc the blues with Just a laugh 
for their object— low comedy fun in 
enbtcrrancan experiences. Jusl as 
Henley and Farmer's seven volumes 
of slang and lioughly words cover tho 
cutlow vocabulary of the r^nplish Ian- 
Ruage, so do the blues embrace tho 
outlaw "emotions. They .are Hgh't 
down on the ground in the matter- cf 
expression and packed with 'human 
nature and always Interesting. As 
Wellington said, 'There's no danint-d 
talk about merit' In them. They are 
gruff and sincere and as au^thcntic as 
a ballad by Francois Villon."

They hal 
not only eiruck, but they hnd orgnnlt- 
ed inio bands of (en. who were evory- 
whtre maklnir open-air ipeoohaa, de. 
fyln» the military polico to iurost 
theni, «ml irylne lo organixe the pub- 
Mr !hi; luicned lo them Into almllar 
tiaada of ten to carry on propaonda. 

Thia time the thrtll throurhout the 
country waa rlrctrlp. Thr ii»»cnth nf 
May II the day krpt ihf Day of Na- 
tional Shame. Ev«n the primary 
arhoola have banntra In them, "ne- 
member Uia aevanth diy of the fiftli 
month." Thla day of naUonal huml. 
llAtlon^la the un]reraa.ry of the JapirnT 
»»e twejiiy-onr drmandf. The colncl- 
danca of datea had * powerful effect. 
Htttdent* from the Peklnr University 
rapidly diiporsod throufh the country 
addreatinc themielTea primarily to 
mudentii In all Iho large centres. The 
lattor became reatleai; tlien ■ ther 
itruek: rolddla (high) achool atudenta, 
normal and technical aehoola; «SKin 
tverythlnx above the elementary 
trade. Everywhere the banda of ten 
were organised, apealcera were drilled 
In what* lo aay and how to aay it. and' 
the popular propaganda spread 
through tho provlncea. And the mul'J* 
iude heard It gladly. 

The uoorgaalied hoatnity to Japan 
look form in a boycott. That waa one 
at the themea of the boy and girl ora- 
lore. They did not content themaelvea 
vllh general rxhnriailone. Llata of 
la|>aneae gooda were printed and mU 
iieogtaphed by the thouaand; oiaitl- 
Med llats of all Japaneae products sold 
In China. HImllar llata of aubatltule 
native gocxtn were i-irciilnlird. In aome 
of the achool* the Induitrlal depart. 
m«nt set to work to discover whet 
Japaneae goods could ba made In ez- 
lating shop* without additional caplul. 
.S» Boon as models were con>tructr<l 
they were taken to email ahops and 
their mode of manufacture explained. 
Then, to create a market, other stu- 
dents took these goods and hawked 
them through the «treelii. lecturing, ex- 
horting, rxplAining the political situa- 
tion at the aame time. And aa the va- 
cation period comea on those atudenta 
are dispersing all mttr China peddling 
goods and speaking, speaking, speak- 
ing 

Meantime the government waa not 
idle. I'olliloal speeches were forbid- 
den, students' meetings were forcibly 
broken up, ntasiy scores of atudenU In 
different parts of China were sorely 
Injure*!, a few were Uillivl. It Is not 
difficult to foresee the future memor- 
ial meetings In honour of these mar- 
tyrs of patriotism, or even the sbrlnss 
wherein their memory will be reverenc- 
ed, Then llie covernmrnt ni Teklns 
touk ninre drastic meaiuree. Mandates 
wrie Uturd condemning the students, 
ordering them under penalty of disso- 
lution of schools to return lo their stu- 
dies, to dl*ban<1 ilieir unlnna. and tj 
cease concerning themielves with what 
wa» none nf their husinein. praising 
by name the mefo popularly regarded 
aa trtltort. warning against the boy- 
cot(, and In general aaying that foreign 
affairs ihoutd be left m the handa of 
tho government I'olncldenlly aeveral 
hundred atudenis were arrested la Pe- 
king for spealclng. With thé fatuity 
which affects mlllUrUU In Chln/» .t. 
well as elsewhere. It was promised ih.u 
IhU would put an end to the atudenU' 
agitation. The next day tbe number of 
students spoaking on the slreeta was 
more than doubled, and the arrests ran 
to above a thousand. The students 
planned to go on tilt every man was la 
Jail. . 

Ulri sludenu formed a procession 
(some of them bad to break down 
gates (0 get out) to wait upon the 
JV*<ideni and reouest the freeing at 
aiudaau! thry (aid (hfy would remain 
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phtytng tot iBkUoe all atght If ha did 
not bear thMt. The jalle c^uld net hold 
the arrrjted atudenta. Theae were 
abut up tn the University buildings, 
Md left with little food and leas wa> 
tar. with -oordoiM of troopa neuBd 
tkem. Tbe feoultsr met: protested 
a««last this military invasion: against 
th« degradation of using hails o! 
learning as i»\W, agalnat the abuse of 
pfetrloltc atudenU: and they (elegraph- 
ed their protest wideapread. 

Events had befui moving eutaldé 'bf 
Peking. Thla U*t arbitrary .^tlon wae 
the beginning of the end. Merchanta In 
Shanghai went. on strike; shops were 
closed, ladndlng those selling food: 
the ' merchhats In Tientsin end Nan> 
king joined: ttMee In Peking and oth'ir 
cltleji prcpar^d to Join. There waa 
plenty of evidence that the atudsntt 
had praoUeally succeeded In oenvert» 
ing the merehants to their eMei thst 
they no longer stood alone, but had 
effected an alliance. offen»lve nnil d»- 
fenalve, with the powerful mercantile 
guilds. There waa talk of a atrike 
against paying taxes. Tbe govern- 
ment capitulated suddenly if not 
graoefully. Troops were withdrawn 
Croiri the University grouoda and the 
atudenta Inviled to come out. They 
declined, and announced that they 
would slay In till tbe studenU every* 
where were guaranteed the right of 
free speech and until the government 
officially apologised to them. Two 
days more aaw the end. Tho govern- 
ment sent delegates to make the re- 
quired apology: a new naandate was 
laaued aaying that the country reaHsed 
that tlie students were actuated by pa* 
triotio motives, and should not be In- 
terfered with If they kept within the 
law. The "realgnatlons" of the three 
men called traltora were accepted, the 
apread of the utrlke to the merchants, 
and tho fear of lis further extension, 
were actuating motives In the Inglori- 
ous surrender. Out the students had 
managed to gel their propaganda In'o 
the army. Rumoura were aNoat thnt 
the army could not be counted upon 
(ur further suppressions, especially a* 
the pay was In arreara. After their 
triumphant march from their self- 
made prison, students were heard to 
UmeiU that the government had not 
been able to convert more than half 
their guards. 

The original demands mads upon 
the government were few and simple. 
The students ar^ted for engaging la 
the t>eatlng-up enterprise muet be 
freed and given Immunity from prose- 
cuUon, the Chancellor, who was so ob- 
noxious to the militarist ollaue must 
be reinsUted. Br tbe time the gov- 
ernmejjl waa read}- to meet these first 
demsjida (In ptjtward form at least) 
tbe demands had greatly Inerjsased. 

Inatruetlons must be given to dele- 
gates In Paris not to sign the treaty 
except with rMer\'atloiui as to Shan- 
tung, all "trallors" must be dismissed, 
all secret understandings wltliiyjiïpaa 
abrogaled, Xreedon «C;,apMati gnanm- 
teedl ^. t-.- < * "<* .- 

Within a month the Student Body 
had won all ita points, -excepi*;the third 
and first, and with respect lo the fir.^t 
the government had promised to do 
all that the international situation per- 
mitted, and fell back vaguoly upon ad- 
vice from Great Britain. I'Vance and 
f'realdrnt Wilson to sign, with hopes 
of later rcadjualment. Yet, there la n) 
evidence that the students are deceived 
as to the amount of success that thay 
have achieved. The military clique *s 
still In full command, the places of 
the three dlamlsaed men would prob- 
ably be iniedliy other men of the same 
pro-Japanese affiliations. Elxtemally, 
things are much tbe same as they were 
before. No successful revolution in 
government or in foreign affairs justi- 
fies giving this amount of space t.V 
the Student lIovemonL 

But the prestige of the mllitao' fac- 
tion has received lis first blow, an.l 
prestige Is the primary fe.'tturo of Ori- 
ental politics. A negative boycott, 
sure to fail In the end. has been chang- 
ed Into a constructive movement for 
the development of home industry, a 
movement still -In Its Infancy, but cap- 
able of effective devetopmeoL The 
poealbllltles of organisation Independ- 
ent of government, but capable In the 
end of controlling government, has 
been demonstrated. It ie hard to csU- 
mate (he significance of the fact that 
the new movement waa initiated by 
the Student Body. Révérence for the 
scholar Is tntdltlonal In China. It still 
holds over from the rank accorded 
the llierl In former days. Vrom the 
weetern sUndpoInt It amounu to su- 
persUtloua regar(L Yet. this U the 
first Ume thst vtudanU have taken any 
organised Pjitt ' In pollUcs.* Beyoni 
what their irpeaking and writing hsi 
done In organtxlng public opinion In 
the present emergency Is the abldinc 
effect of the future. 

Most of the outsUndlng signs of the 
movement, aside from the hawklnj 
gods and teaching patriotism at the 
aame time, have now eubelded. \)But n 
NaUonal aiudenU' Union has been 
formed, and definite plans have besn 
made for the future. Already attempts 
ere making to unite the people of the 
divided north nnd south In a wny that 
nlll cut under the mititarlsU of both 
sides. H would be highly surprising If 
a constitutionalist movement ware net 
set going. Tne combination of etudent^ 
and mereh.mts ihnt has proved so ef- 
fective will hardly be nllowed lo be a 
mere memory. Already In some cltlei 
It has been extended Into a Kour

I.a Trappe, Que. last Saturday. Mr. 
Ë. M. Richer. Lecturer In Horticulture, 
waa ia charge of tha partjr . Tha trip 
(here waa lateroettng, being partly by 

train and partir 'by boat, and tha re- 
maining elUnb thnmgh tha Bills ot 
Oka in aa open horse-drawn vahlcla. 
The scenery and the bills, valleyi~and 
along the water front was more pic- 
turesaue than usoal. because ot Its 
auttnanal appearance. 

On reaching the grounds the party 
were met by tho Rev. Father Leopold 
who Is Professor of Horticulture at 
Oka. He directed them througb all 
tbe doparUnents and explained ibe 
work ot each as the party passed 
through. The nagniticent monaitry 
now under cpnetruetlon there Is artis- 
tically decorated within and a \eiy 
pleasing site from tbe outBidr. Tho 
livcatock barn and subies are very 
large and so srranged as to accomo- 
date two large wings, which are to be 
cattle bami to be built later. One ot 
tho moat IntereatlnR features was tho 
apple grading machine which gradin 
apples BCCordlnR to size mechanlcaliy. 
This was ot special Interest . to tho 
Horticultural men .The dairy and 
poultry divisions were also visited. 

The main aim In taking such a trip 
ti to learn from observation to gra<ii> 
new Ideas from the work of othcrn. 
Many new ideas and phases ot work 
along agricultural linos wore galnetl 
by all those who took the trip. Thu 
success of tbe day to Oka is due .o 
the kindness of Father Leopold.
